The  JJC  golf  team  won  first  place  in  the  Illinois  State  Golf  Tournament, 
Oct.  24  and  25  at  the  Wedgewood  Golf  course.  The  team  won  the 
tournament  with  a  two-stroke  lead  and  a  team  average  of  318  on  the  first 
day  and  a  319  on  the  second. 

Harper  placed  second  and  Lake  County  finished  third.  DuPage  tied  for 
fourth  in  the  tournament. 

Twelve  teams  and  about  a  dozen  individuals  qualified  for  the 
tournament  this  year.  Other  qualifying  teams  were  Thornton,  Illinois 
Central,  Illinois  Valley,  Sauk  Valley,  Lincoln  Land,  Lincoln  Trail,  Danville, 
and  John  Logan. 

This  is  the  second  year  that  JJC  has  hosted  the  event.  The  team  is  now 
qualified  to  go  the  national  tournament  to  be  held  June  6  to  12,  1976,  in 
Galveston,  Tex. 

The  golfer's  overall  scores  for  the  tournament  were:  Jack  Merriman, 
154,  2nd  as  an  individual;  Tony  Gerl,  158,  5th  as  an  individual;  Dwight 
Anderson,  160,  13th  as  an  individual;  Doug  Behrans,  167,  35th  as  an 
individual;  and  Dick  Hunckler,  169,  41st  as  an  individual. 

In  the  past  years,  JJC  ranked  11th  in  '68,  2nd  in  '69,  5th  in  '70,  10th  in 
'71,  5th  in  '72.  8th  in  '73,  and  5th  in  '74. 


In  this  year's  tournament  play,  the  team  was  first  in  the  Danville
